uamu tl depression and the ruinously 
low price of horses, te a t interest has 
been v ery much neglected for the past 
few y ea rs and has come nea rly to a 
standstill. 
Very few colts ha v e been 
raised, a t the sa me time consumption 
has gone on,reducing the supply of 10,- 
0 JO. 000 horses in 189 4 to two or three 
million» at the present time. 
The re­ 
duction ha» not been only in .numbers 
bat a lso in qua lity , farmers ha v ing to 
sell their best to ra ise money until the 
supply is far below gra de. 
Not 10 per 
cent of the horses in the country now 
a re good enough or la rge enough to 
meet the dema nds of the ma rket, the 
gra de of demand« ha v ing increa se in 
size and qua lity ; >0 tha t the former 
sy stem of breeding horses would prov e 
a failure at this time.

onize as nea rly in sty le as ma y be. 
most of the loss in the business occurs 
from misma ting.

Dev elopment also depends on 
comfort. 
An ex pensiv e hog house is 
not necessary . 
A number of small 
mov a ble hog houses was a dv ocated to 
a la rge one for v a rious reasons.

houses, comforta ble and

A good hog should be
